packers have been unable either tc 
kill or negotiate for disposition else- 
where. This ghut'ug of the market 
and the alleged inability to meet Hit 
exacting requirements c-i the situation 
is taken by the stnke leaders as an 
omen of improvement in the situation 
so far as it relates to Pie strikers. 


It is claimed on their behalf thai, 


the meat "trust"' in consequence of 
this congestion is King put to great 
losses each day aside from tte deprec- 
iation of goods that have been the pro- 
duct of unskilled workmen.

spacious hall was so crowded that hun- 
dreds bad to stand, and all remained 
to the close. 


Cheers greeted every mention of the 


name of Judge Parker. 


The greatest enthusiasm was arous- 


ed by Bourke Cochran. Next to Mr. 
Cochrau's the speech of ;he evening 
was that of Charles Francis Adams. 
His strictures on Uu United SSatcs 
Senate were not roo severe to suit his 
hearers, and his sentiments were loud- 
ly cheered. 
The fact that a Massa- 


chusetts man of Mr. Adams'' standing- 
thus came out publicly for the support 
and election of Judge Parker was 
generally commented upon in the an 
dience and created a deep impression.

R'JBE OGLESBY'S ROMANCE. 


Tww Thousand J«p«ne«e •Women Are 


Laylnc tbe lireat Sewer In Tokyo. 
How Korean Women Are Doing the 
•Work of the Country — Primitive 
Implement* L'oed. 


Two thousand Japanese women lay- 


ing l&e gitruL st^ei lit lUc aU«.«_i» uf! 
Tokyo; a hundred thousand Korean 
women, inayliap, plowing the fields 
with rude heavy implements, scatter- 
ing seeds and laboring at the rice mill 
over what may remain o£ the last crop— 
these things spell part of the meaning 
of the Russo-Japanese war to oriental 
women, says the San Francisco Chron- 
icle. 


The women who are struggling with 


Tokyo's sewer mains are first and fore- 
most struggling with the problem of 
something to eat. 
The good man of 


the family—father, husband or son— 
la a patriot, and he is at the front, and, 
alas, patriotism in this case caniiot fill 
all the hungry mouths at home. 


Two thousand Japanese coolies who 


were laying the sewer dropped pick 
and crowbar to take up rifles and side 
arms and march away across Korea. 
Two thousand women of Tokyo, with 
none left to provide tor them, were 
eager and glad to take up the picks 
and the bars that the necessaries of 
life might not rise altogether above 
their reach. They have men for fore- 
men, 
but no men to lift the heavy 


weights and to do the grinding part 
of the labor. A woman who cannot 
stand the work finds another woman 
waiting at her elbow ready to take her 
place If she drops out and L">WII. 


In Korea the women are doing the 


work of the country. That means that 
the Korean women are doing the things 
which must be done to support life and 
decrease discomforts to the bearable 
point, for Korea has never been ambi- 
tions above its everyday necessities. 
The brave Korean men said boldly that 
if Japanese troops set foot across the 
border of their country they would not 
remain at home and permit the inva- 
sion. They would mass and march to 
turn back the soldiers of the mikado. 
The men of Korea have been half as 
good as their word—they did not march 
to tnrn back the Japanese troops, but 
they fled from home to the hills until 
doubly assured that no violence was 
meant their precious selves. Then they 
ventured from cover, not back to .their 
home life, such as it was, but to follow 
the army, to become its servitors, to 
do anything which the Japanese told 
them they must do to earn a penny or 
avoid a kick. 


Korean women are tilling the fields 


and grinding at the primitive mills. To 
them manual labor may be less hard 
than to the Japanese women because 
Jt is not so new. 


The implements and methods of work 


are most primitive. When sod is to be 
turned for the planting of millet, ropes 
are attached to the sides of a large 
spade and a woman tugs at each rope 
while a third woman holds the handle 
and steers the dull blade into the 
ground. When the shovel is full the 
sod is turned. The staple crop is beans, 
and beans require a deeper planting. A 
bullock draws n rough pkm. A wom- 
an with a child upon her back guides 
the bullock and handles the plow. Each 
village has its one well from which the 
water supply of all who live in the 
neighborhood must be drawn. Twice a 
day the Korean Rebeccas gather at the 
well to draw water and bear it away 
in any receptacle which they may be 
fortunate enough to possess. 
Their 


hard lives are full of work, and the 
war has made the work a little harder.

In the time of .Tames II. of Scotland 


the relations between the Scotch and 
English were bad indeed.

With regard, however, to heat given 


off from the body, the color of the 
materials used as, clothing makes little 
if any difference. Red flannel is popu- 
larly supposed to be warm, though it is 
no better in this respect than similar 
materials of equal subs'ance, but white 
or gray in color. Dark clothing is best 
for cold weather, because it more freely 
absorbs any heat that is obtainable.— 
Fortnightly Review.

gome of Their Queer Cuatonu and 


Traditions Are Amusing:. 


According to American standards,

Housekeeping, Japanese women can 
never be considered beautiful, but they 
are unfailingly picturesque. 
For iii- 


btance, a matron of this Land of the 
Rising Sun, whose hospitality 1 ofteu 
enjoyed, wore a robe of cream colored 
Kilk, a kimono of darker shade, fasten- 
ed with an exquisitely embroidered gir- 
dle. These girdles are one of the dis- 
tinctive features in the dress of the 
Japanese women. 
Several yards of 


material go to the making of them, and 
there is much significance attached 


i to the vi .15 in ^ ni^li iLiCy urc iicc^ 


Men also wear girdles, or obis, but for 
hern they are much narrower and 
mailer and serve only the purpose of 
oldmg the robe in place. The writer 
oes on to tell of a marriage ceremony 
hich he was allowed to attend. "A 
edding is a wedding the world over," 
drinking from the same cup, bride and 
ridegroom pledged each other to share 
fe's joys and sorrows. 
"The bride- 


room had entered first. The bride soon 
oined him. A low table was placed be- 
ore them, on which were cups, bottles 
nd a double spouted vessel, full of 
ake, a kind of rice beer. On a stand 
ear by were figures ot a tortoise, eni- 
lem of long life; a fir tree, emblem of 
trength, and a blooming plum tree, for 
eauty and prolificness. 
As soon as 


ue guests were seated a stand was 
laced before each, and a typical Japa- 


nese feast was served. During this the 
>ride waited upon her future mother 
nd father-in-law, and at the close she 
nd the bridegioom drank alternately 
rom the double spouted vessel until it 
was emptied. 


"One of the side dishes was boiled 
ihrysanthemum petals, garnished with 
rinegar sauce; another was mush- 
'oorns and cucumbers dipped m honey. 
Cucumbers are a favorite food in 
Japan, and, fresh or pickled, they are 
'ound on the table the year round. In 
many ways the Japanese go about 
.hings in exactly the opposite way to 
what we do. 
For instance, in the 


building of a house the upper stories 
nnd roof are completed on stout scaf- 
folding, and then the first story and 
'oundation' are filled in from below. 
Japanese carpenters draw the plane 
and saw toward them, instead of push- 
ng from them, as our workmen do. 
Above the main door of each home is 
the name of the householder, with the 
number and sex of the family. 
The 


ghing of a name in Japan is a cere- 
mony of much importance and does 
not take place until the child is three 
or four years old. There is a tradition 
that babies in the land never cry. Per- 
liaps this is an exaggeration, but in 
my stay there of many moons I never 
lieard a child's voice raised in distress. 
These little people themselves have a 
tradition aboiit their toys that if a doll 
is properly and affectionately cared 
for sooner or later it will become alive. 
Full of legend and quaint superstition 
is this picturesque home of a pic- 
turesque people. 
On a small rustic 


bridge which spans one of its sacred 
rivers, hardly more than a creek, may 
be seen many women kneeling at dif- 
ferent times in the day. They watch 
intently the mysterious current and 
from time to time throw bits of paper 
into its tide. , On each of these is a 
prayer and somewhere out in the un- 
known the gods are supposed to gather 
these wafted petitions, and, if the hu- 
mor urges, grant them."

Made »T Thunderbolts. 


In the museums of nearly all the 


large colleges you will see what appear 
to be sandy petrifactions much resem- 
bling branches of trees. You may con- 
chide that these are the remains of 
forest monsters that grew in a far- 
away geological age, but if you will 
take the trouble to ask your guide, or 
better still, one of the professors, who 
are always handy, he will tell you a 
queer story—one, in fact, that "smacks 
of the marvelous." These tame look- 
ing, supposed to be sandy petrifactions 
are, in fact, real *"thunderbolts." Sci 
entifically speaking they are "fulgu 
rites." They are composed of a poor 
quality of glass and are made by the 
lightning striking sandy deserts and 
plunging downward and latterly vitri 
fying all the sand with which it comes 
in direct contact On the Sahara ful 
gurites are found in every conceivable 
shape and size, some thirty or more 
feet in length and four inches in diam 
eter, others not larger than a lead 
pencil and still others not larger than 
a knitting needle. 
Scientists usually 


consider fulgurites as being a good 
index to the size and force of discharge 
of the lightning stroke which formed 
them. 


Climatic Paradox. 


It is not generally known that at cer 


tain seasons of the year it is warme 
in Greenland than in southern Europe 
And this occurs during the long sunlcs 
winter of the polar regions. The caus 
which leads to it is not unknown 1 
other countries. 
Thus in Switzerlani 


a warm dry wind, called the foehio 
wind, at times blows down from tb 
snow covered mountains in autumi 
and winter and buddenly melts arn 
carries off the snow, drying up the at 
mosphere. 


In the northwestern United State5 


there is a similar wind called the ch 
nook wind. So in Greenland at irregu 
lar intervals a warm wind blows dow 
from the snow covered interior, brinf 
ing an extensive thaw in January an 
February. As a result we have the ex 
traordinary fact that during eight coi 
secutive days in November and Dec-em 
ber in one year it was warmer in Ja 
cokshaven, in latitude CO degrees 2( 
minutes, than in northern Italy. Uper 
navik, another town of Greenland, was 
during part of the time, warmer than 
the south of France.

What has become of the chipmunks? 


It seems to me their numbers are de- 
creasing rapidly. 
When I was a boy 


the home woods swarmfd with them 
In the same woods now I do not see 
one, where fifty years ago I saw twen- 
ty; and in the oak and chestnut woods 
which now surround me they have 
disappeared unaccountably in the past 
twenty-five years. Each spring there 
are fewer and fewer. What is sweep- 
ing them away? No new «nemy has 
appeared that I am aware of. In my 
boyhood they made themselves quite 
a nuisance by pulling up the corn near 
the stone walls, and many a June 
morning my father has sent me with 
the old flint-lock musket to 
shoot 


them, sometimes loading the old gun 
with peas. The shooting matches that 
used to take place fifty or more years 
ago resulted in destioying thousands 
of them, but seems hardly adequate to 
account for their continued disappear- 
ance. 


On the other hand, the (red squirrel, 


according tf> my observations, is on 
the increase, and I suspect that the 
reel squirrel is the enemy ot the chip- 
munk. One day along the highway I 
saw a red squirrel in hot pursuit of 
one. The chipmunk was so 
closely 


[iressed that, seeing no othsr means, of 
escape, it plunged into a pile of half- 
burned leaves and ashes 
and was 


liidden in a twinl.ling. The squirrel 
stopped short at the edge of the ashes, 
looked about for a moment (I fancied 
him saying to himself, ' The little 
cuss, where did he go so quickly?"i 
and then went on his way. 
After a 


few minutes the chipmunk came out 
cautiously, all covered v/ith ashes, 
looked-nervously about him, and then 
darted into the stone wall.

LIVELY COUNCIL MEETING 


Citizens of Granville Protest Against Proposed Con- 


struction of Sewers and the Council Heeds the 


Remonstrance—What Was Done 


Tuesday Night. 


CrlSB Bros., undertakers, 58 B. Main. 


Granville. O., Aug. 3.—There wero 


great doings at the meeting of the vil- 
lage council held last night, doings 
that will go down in history. 


For sorae time past tfip na^r °f 


constructing a sewage plant in Gran- 
viile has been under consideration, 
and the preliminary steps have 
al- 


ready been taken. From the 
very 


start there has been marked opposi- 
tion to this progressiveness on the 
part of the members of the council, 
and active steps were taken by this 
element to Uock the work of council. 


It was reported on the streets Tues- 


day that the matter of constructing 
the sewers wou^ come up for final ac- 
tion on Tuesday evening, and the re- 
sult was that the Council Chamber 
was crowded at an early hour 
with 


tax-payers and others interested, a 
large number of ihem women, most of 
v.hom had met to protest against the 
passage of the ordinance providing for 
the building of a sewage system 
in 


Granville. 


The council was called to order at 


7:.'!0 o'clock and the roll was called 
by Clerk Davis, Messrs. Baker Huls- 
liizer, J. D. Jones. J. M. Jones, E. A. 
Smoots being present, with Mayor J. 
M. Swartz m the chair. 


The minutes of the preceding meet- 


ing were read oy the clerk and ap- 
proved. 


Clerk Davis, in reply to a query by 


the Mayor, said that no objections had 
been filed to the sewer plans. 


Dr. W. L. King then stepped tor- 


ward and in a few patriotic remarks, 
in which he took occasion to dwell 
upon the rights of the American peo- 
ple, presented a petition containing 
the names of 173 property holders of 
Granville, a large number ""of whom 
were widows, asking that ihe matter 
cf constructing sewers be submitted to 
a vote of the people of the village 
The petition was received and filed. 
.Mr. W. II. Ports, treasurer of th.j 
village of GranvilTe, tendered his res- 
ignation, giving as his reason for so 
doing that he will probably leave the 
village. The resignation was accepted. 


A communication from Miss E 


Wartenbee was read, in which she 
called the attention of the council to 
the condition of the shade fees in the 
village, many of them 
having died 


from the effects of escaping gas or 
other causes. She asked the council 
to look into the matter. The communi- 
cation was received and filed. 


Mayor Swartz nominated Edward S. 


Reed as treasurer of the 'iorporation 
to fill the vacancy occasioned by the 
resignation of W. H. Ports. The ap- 
pointment was confirmed by a vote of 
the council. 


The Mayor said that his attention 


bad been called to a number of shade 
trees that had been injured Ijy wires 
coming in contact with them and by 
other causes. He suggested that the 
street commissioner investigate as to 
•whether there \vere any leaks in the 
gas mains in tre -village, and if so. 
that the sas company be requested to 
repair the same. He said that he had 
called the attention of the Board of 
Public Affairs to a fine maple tree 
that had been injured by wires cut- 
ting into it.

E«rly Effort* at Sinking Coot Stoves. 


Doubtless some form of cooking stove 


has been used from a very early period. 
Previous to 174o the stoves of all kirftls 
used in America were imported from 
Holland or German}, but iu that year 
a stove was .indented by Benjamin 
Franklin 1h.it was a great improve- 
ment on all that had preceded it.

1771 he continued his inventions in this 
line and produced a stove for burning 
bituminous coal which consumed its 
own smoke, and another which, after 
being filled at the top. could be inverted 
And made to burn from the base. Be- 
tween 1785 and 1705 several improve- 
ments in stoves, oven;;, heating and 
cooking apparatus were made by Count 
Rumford, and as early as 1708 his soap- 
stone lined ranges had been introduced 
in New York and were coining gradual- 
ly Into general use.

must have a private car for the use of 
the man who is doing tbo brunt of the 
work nnil bis secretaries and atsibtant 
speakers. Ti 
-i there must be another 


car for the i ^ t wtcrs of the press asso- 
ciation!-! the reporters of the particular 
newspapers of the states through which 
the train is parsing and for the cam- 
paign committees of the state. There 
must also be a diningtcar. 


Man may live by tinned goods alone 


for a day or two, but a buffet car trip 
of more than two days is Dimply mur- 
derous. The Pullman company charges 
from $30 to $50 a day for the use of its 
cars. Most railroads will attach a spe- 
cial car to a regular train provided sev- 
enteen full fares are paid. Most rail- 
roads charge a dollar a mile for run- 
ning a special train. The commissary 
department costs ?130, more or less, a 
day.

Boy burglars are trained in a very 


simple manner. It is argued that most 
people living in villas pay a great deal 
of'attention to holts und bars on their 
ground floors, but very little if any to 
those on the upper floors. 


Accordingly the juvenile Bill Sikes 


is provided in the early days of his 
training with a ten foot silken rope 
tied in knots a foot apart. 
Fastened 


at the end is a strong hut light steel 
hook. The boy is required to practice 
with this rope, throwing it in much the 
same way as a lasso would be up to a 
window sill six or more feet above him, 
so that the hook holds to the stone. 


When the lassoing is acquired to the 


trainer's satisfaction the lad is next re 
quired to shin up the rope without dis- 
lodging the hook from the sill. This re- 
quires a great deal of practice, and 
many are the falls endured. 
As the 


height is seldom more than ten feet, 
and prior to this stage the boy has been 
taught how to fall, only slight bruises 
result. 


The children in their first expedi- 


tions are always taken and shown the 
house that is to be entered in the day- 
time and Instructed as to the best 
methods of entry to the back. 


Then late at night the instructor 


takes the little l;id to the "crib" and 
from a convenient spot watches his 
pupil disappear according to instruc- 
tions. The pivbence of an adult with 
a boy of tender j ears late at night dis- 
arms any suspicion an alert police- 
man might have if the boy were seen 
walking through a street alone. 


Once at the hack of the house, the 


boy, quite at his leisure, makes nn in

If one opens readily he 
enters by it; if not he surveys the next 
tier, and in nine cases out of ten dis 
covers that the bathroom window is 
partly open. That is sufficient. From 
a side pocket he draws the coil of 
silken rope and a couple of minutes 
later is standhm inside the little room. 


The juvenile burglar is instructed to 


make his entry by a bathroom wher 
ever possible, because there is alwjys 
a risk in villadum of any and every 
room being occupied as a bedroom, and 
a window opening with a sleeper in 
the room woiiM nearly always insure 
an alarm bein^: i.iised.

The man who 
s well equipped for swine raising has 
considerable money invested in hog- 
houses, pens and the like. 
If two 


broods are raised a year the "plant," 
so called, is kept in use the year 
around, and can thus be made 10 earn 
a good interest on the investment. 
After all, the question of two broods 
Is largely one of winter feed of a suc- 
culent nature, and most of our farm- 
ers are intelligent eno'ugh to solve that 
problem in one way or another. Kut 
the man who attempts to do this should 
expect to give his litters more atten- 
tion in the fall than in the spring. The

Careful Dairy Work Pay». 


That which most pays the average 


farmer is being careful, says American 
Cultivator. 
There exists entirely too 


much carelessness among farmers in so 
many ways. It is the hand of care that 
makes the farm pay. Hcferring briefly 
to the dairy, how many farmers there 
are who keep cows at more loss than 
profit. The average farmer should keep 
less stock, give it more careful atten- 
tion, and his profits would be greater. 


Some farmers are not getting a yield 


of over 125 to 150 pounds of butter per 
cow in one year. This docs not pay. 
This can bo attributed to carelessness, 
the farmer not giving bis cattle proper 
care and attention; perhaps poor stock. 
The selection of cows may be at fault, 
but we know, and sadly, too, that many 
farmers have a good strain of cattle 
for dairy purposes, but the lack of at- 
tention they receive is a shame to 
make record of. It is not always the 
latest improved methods of doing 
things that cause profits. 


Get Ilid of tlie Weed*. 


It is not a difficult task if persisted in 


for a farmer to rid his farm of weeds, 
says Breeder's Gazette. It can be done, 
and when once accomplished the farm 
is wortli double its former value as a 
thing to rest the eye on. It is in reality 
a thing of beauty aud loses none of its 
picturesqueness by having only grass 
growing in the meadows, wheat in the 
wheatfields and corn only where it is 
cultivated. The farmer sows his grain 
or puts in Us crop, the winds sow the 
weed seeds, and there you are, but if 
you allow no weeds to grow it is plain 
without argument that your weedy 
growth will become less and less each 
year. 
Certainly the labor of cultiva- 


tion is much lessened, but even if this 
were not true it is enough that it adds 
immensely to the appearance of the 
farm.

HVI.'T>MMI Ti't«r The il'i'iifh- 
ter of a financier named Cabarrus, she 
lad married at the age of sixteen the 
Marquis de Fontejiay, been divorced 
from him in ll'.y.i and had ivmarrh-d. a 
few mouths alter, Tallien, the conven- 
tionnel. 


Arrested May 22, 1704, she was im- 


prisoned in Lea Cannes, and it was 
from here that she wrote the stinging 
epistles to her husband which induced 
that wavering spirit to dare, all hi the 
attempt to set her free. 
Armed with 


a dagger in case of !':i:!,ire Mid all the 
courage he euuld mu.iter. Talliea ou 
the famous !>th Thermidor attacked 
Robespierre in a debate which brought 
about the fall of the "sea green mon- 
ster.'' 


The reign of terror came to an end, 


the prisons disgorged their victims, and 
Mine. Tallien received from the people 
the title of Notre Dame de Thermidor. 
The world was tit her feet, and she daz- 
zled it by her beauty and her charm, 
her lovers and her luxury. Even wom- 
en forgot to be jealous and acknowledg- 
ed what all men proclaimed. The fol- 
lowing description is from the pen of 
one of her own sex, Mme. de Chaste- 
nay: 


"Mme. 
Tallieu came every day to 


visit Barras. I do not think it possible 
to be lovelier than this woman was 
then. I shall always see her like a 
fairy queen among the rest, her beau- 
tiful black hair coiled simply on her 
head without any ornament, round her 
neck a single string of large pearls. 
She wore a white underdress and 
tunic of ink crepe, and, sitting on the 
ground playing with a child of three, 
the son of one of Barras' friends, they 
made a group which 110 classic sculp- 
ture could surpass.'' 


Barras tells us with great naivete, in 


his memoirs, that the "Little Ccrsicnn" 
only turned his attention to Josephine 
Beauhamais after a fruitless attempt 
to obtain favor with Mme. Tallien and 
that this lady had treated him with 
great disdain, telling him ''she could do 
better for herself.'' 
This account of 


the affair coming from any other quar- 
ter would be more credible. 


A considerable event was now to 


take place at the Luxembourg—namely, 
the reception given to General Bona- 
parte after the campaign of Italy. For 
this ceremony (Dec. 10, 1797) the court- 
yard of the palace was transformed 
into a sort of temple, and an altar to 
la 1'atrio erected in the, grand entrance 
hall. The. live directors, with Barras 
at their head, attired themselves as 
Komans, while Talleyrand, the min- 
ister of foreign affairs, was prepared 
with an elaborate' harangue. 


The scene was made additionally 


brilliant by the presence of many In- 
dies, whose splendid jewels and ricii 
dresses did honor to the occasion, 
while their eager faces and murmured 
admiration betrayed their interest in 
the young hero. Among these groups 
not the "least noticeable were Mme. de 
Stael and Mme. Ktcaniier—"Wit and 
Beauty," as Napoleon himself named 
them. 


Alone of all the assembly the future 


emperor had as.sutned no imposing cos- 
tume. His uniform, that of a general of 
the Revolution, suggested a character 
of republican simplicity, while his pal- 
lor, 
bis gravity and quiet demeanor 


seemed to deprecate the ceremony of 
which lie was the object. The tone of 
his speech was equally modest, his 
theme the pride he felt in his country's 
scientific conquests and her progress 
in the paths of peace. 


Surely uo government could suspect 


a rival in so well disposed a young 
man. Two years later the coup d'etat 
of Brumaire drove Barras from the 
Luxembourg, and the first assembly, 
which in France has borne the title of 
senate, began Its sittings in the palace. 
—Hon. Mrs. E. Stuart Wortley in Na- 
tionul Keview.
